can remember, against walking intothe country, 


but this was fraught with so much danger.that, 


was rarely attempted, and those who did so 
had generally to regret their fool-hardiness, A 
“few. days before I-arrived, for- example, 


a pany 
that had started on an excursion to the White: 


Cloud Hills, n few miles from Canton, had been 
attacked by the natives aad compelled to return, 
one.of them having had a-hand- nearly cut off, 
and another having been badly wounded with a 
severe sword cuton the head. In fact, we were 
almost prisoners,:the-only--place dutside these 
narrow limits that was really open to us being 
the river. Boating was therefore the favourite 
exercise and relaxation,. and of this the most 
was made. There was a boat house at one 
-corner of the garden, with a fine collection of 
small sailing and rowing crafts, and, every aftéer- 
neon the younger members of the community 
went out for their pull, while the elders enjoyed 
their cheroots in their stately hong boats. 

_The same unvarying ‘rourid day after day, 
however, scon becomes monotonous, and life at 
Canton wasinexpressibly so. The chi¢fthing that 
buoyed up-our sinking spirits was the prospect 
of a trip to Macao sooner or later, and that place 
-was the Canton resident's carthly paradise. 
Most of the firms,’ had commodious and well 
furnished houses there, always in readiness for 
the reception of guests, as well as for taipans 
and clerks, and a trip there, for the latter 
especially, meant everything, almost, that’ was 
enjoyable. in life ; the temporary control of 2 
household, and liberty to invite one’s friends to 
share its bespheley relief from the dull routine 
of office work, and ample space for ‘exercise, 
after being confined to the limited arca of the 
factory “enclosure through months of the most 
stiflingly hot weather, to say nothing of exemp- 
tion from the presence and constant supervision 
of the much dreaded taipans, In the last respect 
the social position of the young men at Canton 
was as a‘tule most unenviable. There was a 
broad and clearly defined line drawn and main- 
tained between taipans and clerks, which was a 
constant grievance and cause of great discontent 
to the latter. ‘1 presume however it was one of 
the necessities of the situation, as the hong 
system in all its purity existed then and there, 
and, as the entire staff of the establishment 
messed together at the same table, this exclusive- 
ne$s on the part of the heads. of the houss was 
probably considered essential for maintaining 
.Proper.discipline: but one can’ imagine what 
an unpleasant thing it: must have been ‘for 
the clerks to sit at table three times a day with 
;taipans, generally ‘stiff, silent, and reserved, and 
rarely entering into conversation, while for the 
latter the'situation’ was no less embarrasing and 
disagreeable, 4, 

As there were few ladies in the place, bache- 
lors’ dinners were the chicf entertainments ; 
and, every one liking to ‘keep under the punkah 
as long as possible, they were kept up untila 
late hour of night, and as the wine flowed freely 
notwithstanding the heat of the climate, the 
sounds that oftenest broke the: stillness of the 
“wee small hours ” were ‘“ For he's a jolly good 
fellow" and “ We won't go home till morning,” 
an'undertaking that.was often kep*,. as dayligh! 
frequently found the revellers still at their pota- 
tions, After dinner was the most trying period of 
the twenty-four hours, as it was usually too hot for 
reading or other occupation, the only alternative 
being to stretch one’s self ons long chair anid 
enj vy, as far as anything was enjoyable, a quiet 
somke, The resources of the place for amuse- 
ment in other ways, so far at least as the youny 
men were concerned, were almost nil, being 
limited to cards or chess, or other indoor diver- 
sions, . 

Once or twice during my residence in Canton 
there was a dance, and once a ball, so called, to 
which the community generally were invited, and 
then dress coats of ail fashions and cuts, which 
had not seen ‘the light for many a day, were 
dragged out'and subjected to the brushing aid 
cleaning and patching of the “tailor-man” to 
make them presentable, and a heated and uncom: 
fortable look the men had as they appeared in 
their unwonted garments; The dances were 
nearly all monopolised by the talpans, and the 
neglected clerks thronged the doors and refresh- 
ment sooms, looking generally miserable and 
forlom, but it was an unusual privilege for them 
to be there, and most of them therefore availed 
themselves of this opportunity for being made 
wretched, and nothing could belter have cxpress- 
ed the situation: than the remark I overheard 
from a rather rollicking taipan to one of the most 


‘| utterly forlorn-lookiig of the young men who 


had evidently determined: to run the entire 
gauntlet, cost what it might, “Now, Ginger, 
aren't you'glad you came?” I was not sory 
after a year of this trying, most uninteresting, 
and monotonous lifeto be ordered to Shanghai, 

The only steamer. thea .running on the coast 


was the old P.'& 0, boat the Lady Mary Wood,’ 


but her trips were so very irregular that she 
“could not be depended on, 50 I had to take pass- 
age by. an opium schooner, the Antelope, and 
left Hongkong in October 1851 with two fellow 
passengers. We encountered a heavy gale off 
the south end of Formosa, but after that the 
weather was fine, withithe monsoon against us, 
however, which compelled the vessel to beat up 
off theeastcoast, andasthein-shore tacks brought 
us quite neat the land, we had frequent views of, 


the precipitous and well wooded slopes of the |. 


mountain range which bein bapioone side of the 
beatiful island. As this on was the home of 
the savages, who were the terror of all who had 
to niake the voyage, we never approached the 
shoie without ‘feelin; 
wrong with the vessel, we might fall into the 
“clutches of these people and meet the cruel fate 
of the many, who, from time to time, had 
unfortunately been wrecked'upon it, but little 
did we then imagine :that anything was going 
wrong, and that our danger. was much more real 
than we had any ideaofatthetime: We noticed 
the pum 


was an old.one, that it was nothing more than 
wastobeexpected, We had beautiful moonlight 
evenings, and, as the schooner went’ quietly ‘on 
her'way, we spent them on ‘deck amusing our- 
selves with. songs, to the: accompaniment -of.a 
violin, which whe captain played verfwell,:per- 
fectly unconscious of danger, and unawaro that 


he had any cause for anxiety. We reached’ 


Woosung in eighteen ‘days,—not a bad passage 
for the time ‘of -year,—where we were welcomed 
by the captain of one’.of the opium. vessels 
moored there, and entertained by him pending

,. Reaching Shanghi in November, we found the | 
air cool and bracing, and the change from the 

constant and depressing ‘heat of the factories in 

Canton was most delightful. It was a fresh 

lease oflife. In fact everything here was on a 

vastly more agreeable footing. Though the hong 

system was much the same as at Canton, the 

relations between taipans and clerks were more 

cordial, Here we could roam at willover the 

country, and make excusions to the hills and 

other points of interest with as much freedom and | 
immunity drom danger .as at the present day. 

There were more ladies and families-here, too, 

and life was. very home-like after the artificial 

existence at Canton, which, probably owing to 

the humanising influences emanating from this 

more progressive place, changed very much for 


the better not long after I left there, and became 


more tolerable for all parties. The community 
here was a very smail onc, and in most respec|s 
resembled those of. the out-ports at present, as 
the people all knew each other more or less in- 
timately, . Communication . with the outer’ 
world was. infrequent. and irregular; the 
mails came not oftencr, than once a 
month and rere frequently brought on by: 

¢ mail bags were'sent up 
from Woosung by express ponies, and the letters 
were often emptied.on.the floor at the English 


‘Consulate, each person being. permitted to help 


himself. This. was the great excitement of the 


month! The advent of visitors and strangers |- 


was so'rare that when one did come, the news 
was spread throughout the community and who 
he was, what he had come for, and how long he 
was going to stay here, was known by every 
one in n fow hours. : 6a 

There were then no yoads except the few streets 
in the settlement, and, as they were unmetalted, 
they, became quite impassable in rainy weather, 
and of course there were no carriages, chairs 
being the only conveyance in use. The country 
paths afforded the only opportunity for horseback 
exercise, except the race course, which was then 
situated on the western side of the Honan road 
between the bowling alley and the Soochow 
Creek, its site,being now densely covered with 
native houses; the‘ present being thé third race 
course since the founding of the settlement. 

Excursions far into the country were not at all 
commoniin’ those days; indecd,. they - were 
generally limited to the’ hil's ” near by, as no | 
foreigner had hons--boats then, and the native 
craft were anything but comfortable, particularly 
in. cold ‘or rainy weather; indeed, so far as 
shooting was concerned, there wasno induce. 
ment for long excursions, as the most game-was 
to.be found in the immediate vicinity,’ Infact 
pheasants were'so abundant here that one could.| 
hardly take an afternoon walk without putting up 
a number, . : 

There were no club houses here then, Dut the 


| bowling alley and fives court ‘next to 'it were }- 


more or less frequented every, day, while of, 
amusements and diversions there were almost, 
as many. a's at the present time, and life in other 
respects was not very different from what it js 
now, Shanghai having then been, and ever since 
continued to be, the most agrecable and healthy 
ptace-of residence in the Fact —''W. S, Wet- 
more,” in the WV. C. Datly News.
